To Reclaim 
Work hag been commenced on an 
other great scheme to reclaim by | 
gation vast tracts of desert in the 
Soudan. It is believed it can be made 
to add enormously to the cotton out- 
put of the British Empire. The tract 
which fs to be watered is known as 
the Gizra territory. I. lies between 
the Blue and White Niles, below 
Khartotim, and consists of 1,600,000 
acres. The force and flow of the two 
rivers is sufficient (o water the entire 
dis‘rict’ When properly ~hartessed, 
The proposal is to build two dams 
south of Khartoum, one over each of 
the rivers, Thus the tract between the 
streams will be irrigated, while at the 
same time the foree of the water 
flowing into Egypt will be controlled. 
At present the Blue Nile comes down 
in a raging flow, and thé White Nile, 
flowing in steadier fash'on, combines 
with it to make a huge overflow, The 
building of the two dams will enable 
the flow to be properly regulated and 
will practically mean the final har- 
weene of the Nile,

To Purify Clay. 

An electrical process for purifying 
clay, brought to the notice of the 
English Ceramic Society by Dr. W. R. 
Ormandy, depends upon the fact that 
clay Is electro-negative, while its 
chief impurities are electro-positive, 

The emulsified clay is partially 
coagulated by adding electrolytes, 
‘and ia further purified by passing 
through a vessel having electrodes 
differing by 60 to 100, volts. 

The clay subetance, with as little 
as 18 to 20 per cent. of water, is de- 
posited as a continuous blanket four 
and one-half fee. wide and a quarter 
of an-inch thick. Even fine particles 
are removed, and the solid product 
may contain as much as ninety-nine 
and five-tenths per cent. of china 
clay. 


Tombstone In a Cage.

Mezzotint owed its invention to the 
fimple accident of the gun barrel of a 
sentry becoming rusted with dew. 

The swaying to and [ro of a chan- 
dy | cotter in a cathedral suggested to 
Galileo the application of the pendu- 
tam, 

The art of lithographing ‘was per- 
fected through suggestions made by 
accident. A poor musician was cur- 
fous to know whether music could 
not be etched upon stone as well as 
uipon copper. After he had prepared 
his slab his mother asked him to 
make a memorandum of such clothes 
as she proposed to send away to be 
washed. Not havin, pen, ink and pa- 
per convenient he wrote the list on 
the stone with the etching prepara- 
tion, intending to make a copy of it 
at leisure. A lew days later, when 
abo o clean the stone, he wonder- 
ed what effect agua Tor: 5 
upon it. He applied the acid, and’: 
a few minutes saw the writing stand- 
ing out In relief. The néxt ste- ne- 
cessary was simply to ink the stone 
and take off an impr ssiop, 

The composition of which printing 
rollers are made was discovered by a 
Salopian printer. Not being able to 
find the pelt ball, he inked the type 
with a piece of soft glue which had 
fallen out of a glue pot. 
an excellent substitute that, after 
mixing molasses with the glue, to 
give the mass proper consistency, the 
old pelt ball was entirely discarded, 

The process of whitening sugar was 
discovered in a curious way. A hen 
that bad gone ’through a clay puddle 
went with her muddy feet into a su- 
gar house, She left her tracks on a 
pile of sugar, It was noticed that 
wherever her tracks were the sugar 
was whitened. Experiments were in- 
stituted and the result was that wet 
clay came to be used in refining 
sugar. 


Home Rule and Crime. 

The official return of criminal sta- 
tistics for Great Britain and Ireland 
for 1912 has just been published and 
he figures are very interesting, There 
s a decrease of 335 in the number of 
persons conyicted of indietable of- 
fences in Ireland. The number of 
such offences in England was 11,840; 
n Ireland, 1,466. 

Of those convicted in Ireland 778 
came from Great Britain, 91 from the 
colonies and 41 from ‘foreign coun- 
tries, leaving the remainder, those 
born in Ireland, 555. Dublin shows 
846 cases of drunkenness per 100,000 
of the populatio.; the proportion for 
Belfast being 1,342 and for Derry 
2,388, both in the province of Ulster 
and the only centres of opposition to 
home rule. The Irish police force 
numbers 11,846; Mnglish, 61,203, and 
Scottish, 5, 654. There are eight po- 
lice for every indictable offence in 
Ireland; four and one-half in Eng- 
land, and three in Scotland. The cost 
of the Irish police in 1912 was $7,- 
600,000, an increase of $34,660, As 
crime decreases In Ireland the police 
foree increases,

South Coast 
Railway line was only completed in 
1867, But early novels show that 
our eighteenth century ancestors 
thought as much of al fresco parties 
as we do, and it is unlikely that so 
glorious a.view point as Box Hill 
would be missed. There is, in fact, 
direct evidence available, and for 
much longer than one might imagine 
Box Hill has been the resort of those 
on pleasure bent, 

It is not every such delightful spot 
that gets immortalized in a novel, 
| True, Bath and Weymouth, Lyme 
| Regis and Brighton, figure as scenes 
of gaiety in the early novels, but 
they were well known. Box Hill 
figures in but one of them, thongh 
in-that ‘it bulks largely. It is in 
Jane Austen’s “Emma.” This takes 
us back a hundred years for visita 
to Box Hill to be a customary form 
of entertainment. 

It is not, it must, be confessed, a 
very happy precedent, since the party 
was a melancholy failure. Of all the 
long record of misunderstandings, 
so skilfully worked ot, in which 
Emma Woodhouse found herself in- 
volved, the party to Box Hill proved 
no small part. “During the two 
whole hours that were spent upon 
the hill, there seemed a principle of 
separation between the parties, too 
strong for any fine prospects, or any 
cold collation, or any cheerful . Mr. 
Weston to restore.” 

But the excuse of the illustration 
is not that the party was dull, but 
that there-was a party, and that this 
was.a hundred years ago, “Emma” 
having been published in 1816, so 
that we get a very respectable an- 
eestry for those, outings which mako 
of Box Hill a g#ort of outer and more 
refined Hampstead Heath. 

But the@ssence of the illustration 


that there“ have ehosen it, and’ Neb 
son would not have stayed—on his 
way to Portsmouth for Trafalgar—.

Its famous grove of box-trees 
brought Evelyn there in 1655, and 
Defoe, as a faithful chronicler of 
England’s beauties, had also to come 
to admire and ‘to write about: the 
view. 

Those same box-trees are notable, 
They give the bill its name, which 
suggests that they are older than 
the tradition of their planting in the 
reign of C sles I, for though the 
tradition is specific in name and 
date and concerns a period almost 
Within recollection, from its first ap- 
pearance everything points to the 
famous grove, the finest in England, 
as indigenous, a tative and charac: 
teristic growth, It is not likely that 
they will ever—at the hands of the 
National Trust-—-be cleared again, 
but in the past they bave had a high 
value. They were s.id——at the be- 
ginning of last century—for a figure 
which is variously given at $60,000, 
$60,000 and $75,000—and the preci- 
pice which they now cover as gleam- 
ing dark velyet was then left white 
as a cairn of bleaching stones.

80 brought into tie country from Ger- 
many by means of Austrian steamers. 
Ihe suggestion has been made that if 
the German Government would insist 
on the German manvfacturer of the 
drug keeping a register of all the co- 
calne sent out, with the names of the 
purchasers, the tiafic would soon 
some to an end,
